A disease is prevalent among horses 
in the vicinity of Calville, Wash., 
which closely resembles luog fever, 
although treatment for that ailment 
is unavailing.

swallowing the dust from dry lead 
and silver ore, and is a lead-poisoning 
of the blood. The afflicted animal 
will standin the same position for 
from two to-three days, with the ears 
cold and drooped and limbs cold to 
the second joint, and seldom rise from 
the first fall. An examination of sev- 
eral victims of the disease showed the 
throats to be lined with small cancers 
or boils, while the lungs were merely 
a decayed, discolored mass, resem- 
bling so much clottéd blood.
